During the nearly four years many who were 
. ailed upon to assist in this hospital work became 
most proficient bl the tasks laid down for them, and 
the knowledge gained will, we feel certain, be found 
moat valuable whenever occasion* arise for it to be 
applied rn their homes or to neighbors requiring emer- 
gHMy care 
H to gratifying to know however the service given 
so generously and unselfishly during the war and ear­ 
ly postwar periods by those women will not be lost,

NBW YORK Sept 22 —Th* st®*’* 
market will continue to hay* ups 
and downs; but now caution must 
be exercised ta picking stocks. The 
recent slumps depressed many good 
issu® well below th* Dow-Jone* 
Average* 
In thto sort of market, 
therefore, readers can 
find in­ 
dividual issues still percentagewise 
below the average of toe market. 
Some of these should advance well 
alleve Mid averages 
In order to make money one 
should look for such individual 
usuet which are cap*hie of making 
the grade 
First of a1), we must 
select stocks ta industries which 
show promise 
Next, we must as- 
rrtain which companies are suited 
financially, as well as mechanically. 
to do the beet Job ta their fifty. We 
must be certain that the stock which 
we choose has sales appeal. A good 
yield, lf the financing ti simple, 
usually makes for sales appeal. A 
company which require* few em­ 
ployees ta relation to Its volume 
of production should be especially 
attractive, since labor strife will 
have leas chance to retard its pro­ 
gress.

If we compare certain stock* 
price wise and percentagewise with 
the Dow-Jones Averages ta 1*33. 
in 1937, the war year# and now. 
we have tome insight as to what 
action to expect from their future 
performances. As I explained last 
week. the Industrials sold at til* 
Of premium tow of Al, the Kalb at 
13, and th* Utilities at i t They 
rose to peaks ta 1937 with a sharp 
decline and a leaser recovery ta 
1938 
The market then remained 
stagnant with a down-hill trend 
until Pearl Harbor Day, December 
7. IMI. 
Bin® 1942 the market has bren 
rising with intermediate declines 
On May 29. 1946. the Averages at­ 
tained a high of 212 for the Indus­ 
trialises and 43 for the Utilities, 
followed un June 13th by a new 
high for the Rails of 68 This has 
been followed by a severe drop of 
soon* 46 points for the Industrials 
and proportionate amounts for the 
Ralls. Though the Averages decline 
even further, there may still be 
promising buys below the general 
market average. 
C ern pa risen* 
To compare two prominent stocks 
which percentagewise dropped weU 
below the Averages, tot us first 
take, as an example, Commercial 
Solvents. In 1932 It reached a low 
of 34, It rose to a peak ta 1937 
and had by 1942 settled back to a 
low of 714. Its next peak of 32*4 
came ta May of this year ta a period 
when th# Averages were at their 
highest in fifteen year*. The Aver­ 
age* at th* recent low have declined 
only 2i% from the May higlia while 
Commercial Solvents, which I still 
believe to be good, has fallen off 
about 37%. The Averages are yet 
well above Commercial Solvents. 
Montgomery Ward to a stock I 
believe ti good, which has shown a 
decided decline far below thin of 
the Averages, due in great part to 
th* issue of rignis In 1932 Mont­ 
gomery 
Ward declined to 3fe. It 
reached 
a high of 69 ta 1937. It 
again receded in 1943 to a km of 
234. which was a decline of 66% 
compered to wily 63% for the Dow- 
Jones Industrial Averages. 
Along 
with th* rest cf the market the 
price of this stock progressed dur­ 
ing the war. In May. 1946. Mont­ 
gomery 
Ward reached a peak of 
104*4. It lifts since sold oil to a 
low of 66% or about a 37% drop 
for the Industrial Averages. A wise 
election of individual issues may 
be made at this time if ones judg­ 
ment ti based on al! the favorable 
factors I have mentioned, includ­ 
ing a promising relationship to the 
Dow-Jones Averages.
